| Republican Courts. . 
There has been no more mischievous 
factor in Ireland's present confusions than 
the collapse of law. We mean not only 
the widespread disregard of. law, but the 
failure of the machinery which directed it. 
A legal system which administers the same 
law under the ‘same sanctions and with the 
same machinery for a whole country is, 
in its material and moral results, the most 
effective of all national bonds of union. 
In Ireland’ a double stroke has impaired 
that bond during.the last two years. Under 
the Government of Ireland Act a separate 
judiciary was granted to the six-county 
area. That was a misfortune, but worse 
remained behind. The Republican Courts 
were established by Sinn Fein as one 
weapon in the war against England. At 
first they maintained a casual and harried 
existence; but after the Truce—and, 
indeed, for some time before it—they came 
into open conflict with the established 
Courts of Law. The fruits of the rivalry 
between the two systems have beer in: 
creafingly disastrous, both for the Irish 
community and fortthe prestige of Irish 
law. This is no controversial statement. 
The Cabinet of Dail Eireann, as we 
announce to-day, has decided to sus- 
pend the sittings of the Supreme 
Republican Court, and its reasons are 
set forth in a statement which does 
equal credit to its candour and to its 
common-sense. The Republican Courts 
were a.war measure. There is. no shadow 
of necessity for: their further existence, 
since, under the Treaty, the complete 
machinery of the law with which Sinn 
Fein had been in conflict has passed into 
the hands of the Irish Government, ‘The 
Cabinet of Dail Eireann recognises freely 
‘that the competition of the two systems 
“ has tended to bring the administration of 
justice into disrepute.’’ It has imported 
politics into law. Plaintiffs and defendants 
have manceuvred for position as between 
the two sets of courts, and the resulting 
‘orgy of injunction has become “a subject 
of public amusement.’’ Now the system 
which produced these evils, and was “in 
so large a measure irregular and un- 
lawful,” has received its sentence of 
death. The whole judicial system will be 


tion; but in the meanwhile the coyntry 
will be able to take full and undisputed 
advantage of the judiciary, staffs and 
machinery for which it has not ceased to 
pay. The decision—especially at this 
critical hour—is a really hopeful sign of 
the spirit in which the Government is 
approaching the tasks of national recon- 
struction. It will be welcomed by every 
good citizen,-and not least by the members 
of the legal profession. Many of them had 
begun to despair not only for their great 
calling, but for themselves. 


Railways and Trade. 


After a period of acute depression British 
industry is coming into its own again. On 
Wednesday the English and. Welsh rail- 
way companies announced a general reduc- 
tion in their goods rates, which will take 

effect on: August Ist, and yesterday the 
| Bank rate was reduced to three per cent. 
These two factors are likely to give an 
enormous stimulus: to trade. The Bank 
rate has been falling steadily for some 
time, and now it has reached the. level 
which it occupied in the beginning of 1914. 
Never since 1909—the year of Mr. Lloyd 
George's “ninepence for fourpence”’ 
Budget—has the Bank rate fallen below 
three per cent. Money has been cheap 
for some months, principally because 
nobody has been very anxious to borrow 
it. The political outlook has been so un- 
certain, Labour has been so restive, and 
economic conditions genérally have been 
so unsatisfactory that business men have 
been refusing to take the slightest risk. 
‘Without risk there can be no enterprise, 
and, when enterprise languishes, trade and 
industry die. For this reason, with others, 
Britain’s commercial position in the world 
has been deteriorating at an alarming rate. 
América and Germany, both of which can 
afford to take risks that Britain dare not 
hazard, have been ousting her from some 
of her most lucrative markets abroad. Her 
rivals will continue to get the better of 
her until British traders recover their 
former spirit of enterprise. With money 
at three per cent, they have no further 
excuse for hesitation. 

The railway companies have been slow in 
their response to the popular demand tor 
lower rates; but they have not been 
altogether to blame for the delay and its 
consequent, reaction on the country's trade. 
Government control }.layed havoc with the 
railways. It saddled the companies with 
huge wage bills, to meet which they were 
compelled to maintain their rates at an 
abnormal level. As a result of Government 
control, therefore—and Government contro] 
is almost synonymous with “ nationalisa- 
tion ’’—transport charges in Britain have 
been far too high. Industry and trade 
could not support them. The goods traffic 
on the railways dwindled away to the 
barést minimum, and, while the companies 
managed just to keep their heads above 
water, Britain's foreign and domestic trade 
alike became almost hopelessly handi- 
capped. Now, at last, the tide has turned. 
With admirable courage and public spirit 
the railway companies have come to in- 
dustry’s aid. They have been in negotia- 
tion for some weeks with the Association 
of British: Chambers of Commerce, the 
Federation of British Industries, the 
Mining Association, and the National 
Federation of Iron and Steel Manufac- 
turers. The new railway rates, therefore, 
have becn approved by virtually every 
branch of British trade, and when they 
come into force a fortnight hence we may 
expect the beginning of an industrial

It would “be 
ridiculous in the circumstances to suggest 
that Irish business men should take ad- 
vantage of the fall in the Bank -rate to 
open up new fields of enterprise. They 
can do nothing for the moment but “sit 
tight ” and envy their English brethren. 


Persia’s Prospects. 


The Persian Government recently asked 
the American Government for a “ financial 
adviser.’’ Some light is thrown on the 
present state of Persia by the Bolsheviks’ 
official organ at Moscow. It declares that 
Persia is in “an uhenviable position.” 
The ruling classes, comprising local 
| Khans, have gained the supremacy over 
the Government. Headed by Simko, the 
rebel, they have withdrawn not only 
allegiance, but revenue, from the Imperial 
Treasury, which is now nearly empty. The 
Soviets have little or nothing to give. 
British aid has been refused. The Persian 
lords and nobles offer only defiance. It is 
not strange, therefore, that Persian 
Ministers, in this dire extremity, should 
turn ta the American Government with a 
last fond hope that they may be able to 
delude it. The situation is more than 
critical, The Minister of War, wielding 
whatever small power still remains to 
the “Empire,” has - proclaimed himself 
Dictator, and all newspapers have been 
suppressed. There is some little comfort, 
however, in the fact that the influence of 
the Bolsheviks declines rapidly, while that 
of the British is increasing slowly. The 
Soviet’s representative complains that 
“Persian authorities do not hesitate to 
violate our most elementary diplomatic 
rights.” It is probable that America will 
impose conditions on her aid which the 
rulers of Persia may be powerless to fulfil. 
In that event they must turn to British 
protection, which will be afforded only at 
the price of decent government. 


The Minotaur. 


The Minotaur—half man, half bull-- 
was one of the most famous monsters of 
Greek mythology, Watts’s picture shows him 
on his tower, like one of the gargoyles of 
Notre Dame, crushing a small bird in his 
hand—a terrific embodiment of cruelty. 
Centuries before the Greeks fought for 
Helen the Minotaur was kept by King 
Minos of Crete in a labyrinth made for 
him by Daedalus, the first airman. The 
Athenians paid to Minos every year the 
dreadful tribute of seven noble boys and 
as mahy maidens, whom ‘the Minotaur 
devoured. At last Theseus went to Crete, 
threaded the labyrinth with the help of 
Ariadne—who took to drink afterwards in 
distressing circumstances—and slew the 
monster. Perhaps, these fables are taught 
no longer in Irish schools—but were they 
wholly fabulous? On Wednesday Sir 
Arthur Evans, the revealer of the four 
thousand years old palace of Minos, gave 
the British Academy an account of his 
most recent discoveries, In a place which 
had been overwhelmed by an earthquake, 
some 3,500 years ago, he found a rock-cut 
vault, ‘‘and, leading from it, an artificial 
cave, with a kind of ‘lair, as if of some 
great beast.” It was impossible, he said, 
not to recall the story of the Minotaur 
which had haunted. the site through all 
succeeding ages. Éére, surely, is a 
“thrill” which may stir envy in the 
heart of the most daring writer of modern 
fiction.

COMPANY PROFITS. 
NEW SCHEDULE IN FINANCE 
BILL. 


The Finance Bill was further considered on 
report. in the House of Commons yesterday. 

Mr. W. Graham moved an amendment to 
Clause 15, with the object. of extending the 
benefit of the judgment obtained in the Bad 
of Lords by a railway clerk named Hall to all 
other railway employés, and enabling them to 
be assessed on a three years’ average instead of 
their yearly earnings. 

Sir Robert Horne said that the judgment 
obtained in the Hall case did not*necessarily 
cover all the other cases. To accept the amend- 
ment would mean that 750,000 assessments 
made under the same schedule would be 
affected. No injustice had been done to the 
railway clerks, who were merely assessed on 
the actual salary that they had received.

On Clause 17, which deals with the collection 
of super-tax or the undistributed income of 
certain companies, Sir L. Scott moved the addi- 
tion of words showing that the object of the 
clause was to prevent the avoidance of the pay- 
ment of super-tax through the withholding from 
distribution the income of a company which 
would otherwise be distributed. ‘ 

Mr. Arthur Samuel agreed that these words 
would protect the innocent company, but the 
clause would not ensure the detection of super- 
tax dodgers. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

On Clause 27 an amendment moved by Sir 
Robert Horne, reducing- the rate of interest on 
grrears of excess profits duty from 5 to 4} per 
cent., was agreed to. 

On Clause 36 Sir Robert Horne moved an 
amendment providing that corporation profits 
tax should not be charged on the profiis of a 
company: which is established solely for the 
advancement of religion or education, and which 
is prohibited from distributing any part of its 
profits to ite members. 

The amendment was agreed to 

Sir Robert Horne moved a new schedule dea)- 
ing with companies which failed to distribute 
profits in order to avoid super tax. The effect 
of it was to enable a company to make a 
statutory declaration as to the amount of rrofit 
they desired to retain in the business and the 
amount they proposed to recommend for distri- 
bution, and the reasons for their proposals. 
This was to be submitted to an accountant, who 
must be a member of the Incorporated Society 
of Accountants, who might, if he was eatisfied 
with the information presented, certify to the 
special Commissioners, and further investigation 
would unnecessary.

The City of Dublin is im the extremely for- 
tunate position of ing two picture 
galleries--the National Gallery and the Munict- 
pal Gallery of Modern Art. hey are very much 
alike in two respects—firstly, that they are both 
fine representative collections, and, secondly, 
that they. both lack adequate public support. 
Of the National Gallery, Mr. Bernard Shaw, 
I believe, wrote that he considered it one of 
the finest collections of pictures in Europe, and 
that, therefore, when he visited it, he found it 
rether less populated than the Sahara. ae 

As to the Harcourt street Gallery, any critic 
—any French critic, with regret—will admit 
that it contains an almost unsurpassable selec- 
tign of ninetcenth century art. I say that any 
I'rench critic would regret the admission, for, 
although .it is true that some of the finest of 
the French pictures have left Dublin, there are 
still many hea pictures there of which all 
French lovers of art envy our possession. The 
pictures which went to London are, indeed, 4 
terrible loss, but not, we sincerely hope, a per- 
manent loss. And London certainly appreciated 
them; it is very galling for a good Dubliner 
visiting London to be asked by enthusiastic 
friends: ' Have you been to see Renoir’s 
' Les Parapluies’ and Manet’s ‘ Le Concert aux 
Tuileries '?. They are simply wonderful.’ 
And all one can do is to gasp: “Our 
‘Parapluics. our ‘ Goncert aux Tuileries,’ ’’ and 
enter into a long statement of the moral right 
which Dublin has to these pictures.

Now, it is, unfortunately, true that if one 
goes to the Harcourt strect Gallery one will 
find the place almost deserted; and of the few 
people there probably most are visitors to the 
city, who are anxious to ' do” the pictures, 
just as they “ do " Guinness's Brewery, Nelson's 
Pillar or the Zoological Gardens. This type of 
visitor may be disregarded. There are, how- 
ever, two types of people to whom the Gallery 
appeals—the expert who knows all about pic 
tures, and the artisan of the poorer class who 
neither knows nor pretends to know anything 
about them. As regards the cultured expert, 
[ do not propose to write for him. He knows 
and understands the technical and every other 
aspect of pictures. The people who. interest 
me are those who just somehow Ifke. pictures; 
for whom pictures have. a queer charm which 
tLey cannot in the least explain. 

I knew an old lady whose attention was once 
drawn to a reproduction of Lionardo da Vinci's 
“ $t.. John the Baptist.’ She looked at it 
awhile, and her comment was: “ Yes, it’s a 
nice dark picture.” That was an honest 
opinion, and as criticism was quite as valuable 
and a good deal more intelligible than a good 
deal of the art criticism we read and hear. But 
she had not, I am afraid, that “ feeling "” for 
pictures which every picture lover, young or 
old, rich or poor has. Pages and pages can 
be written to prove that a great masterpicce is 
a great masterpiece, but at bottom all the proof 
can be dispensed with, and either one's breath 
is caught when one looks at the picture or it 
is not, and that is all that can be said. 
For it is, after all, in pictures as in music 
the emotional value which is of real importance. 
And when one comes to the emotions, other 
peorle’s opinions are not a very great help. It 
is extremely difficult to explain why one likes 
the Fifth Symphony or the Kreutzer Sonata, or 
what one feels when one hears them; and even 
if one does succeed in the explanation it will 
not help anybody else. to appreciate them. Three 
men may look at a Corot landseare and feel 
nothing more than when they Jook at the cover 
of a chocolate box—except that they may prefer 
the latter, as the picture might be one of a 
pretty girl; a fourth man will feel that some- 
thing has been expressed for him that he conid 
not have expressed for himself—something in- 
describable, yet of extreme importance.

 Whether it is that the middle class has ne 
time for giving free display to ite artistie feel- 
ings or emotions, or whether it .is inelined to 
consider all art as an affectation, and a rather 
degenerate affectation at that, or whether it is 
simply too busy making money to pay any at- 
tention to any of the arts I do not know: at 
any rate, the middle class does not go to picture 
galleries as a rule. And it is a great pity that 
it cannot overcome whatever prdjudices or diifi- 
culties are in the way, for the artistic “ sense ' 
must be there as well ae at the two poles. The 
middie class is, after all, the backbone of a 
country—nearly all outstanding men come from 
that class; most of the world’s artists—I use 
the word in its broadest senée—either have been 
or have come from the professional or the bus)- 
ness class. And yet it would come as a shock 
to him if you suggested to the average business 
man, who lives at Terenure or catches an even- 
ing train from Harcourt street, that on his way 
home he might spend a halt hour .at No. 17. 
And I venture to suggest that “or many of them 
it would be a very ‘profitable and “enjoyable 
half hour, always assuming that they went in 
the right spinit—that is to say, not in the spirit 
of Just ” gettmg it over,” hut of appreciation. 
As it stands the Gallery is, of course. far 
from perfect. Sir Hugh Lane in his preface to 
the original catalogue said that he hoped “ this 
Gallery will always fulfil the object of which it 
le intended, and by ceding to the National 
Gallery those pictures which, having stood the 
test of time, are no longer modern. make room 
for good examples of the movements of the 
day.” There are many pictures there, the Con. 
stables for example, which can ecarcely be 
called modern. There is not in Harcourt street 
space to hang many more pictures, and every 
year new pictures of importance are being 
painted by new artists. The alder pictures, 
therefore, must give way—at any rate, ae long 
as we must be content without a proper Gallery 
and content to see our pictures in.a. old, badly 
lighted house. :

NO DELAY IN DECISIONS.

they might. Trade is badly in need of a 
very great stimulus, and the closer adjust- 
ment of charges for overdrafts to the 
ruling Bank Rate would do much to 
encourage enterprise and enable manufac. 
turers to compete on better terms with 
their foreign rivals. The Government at 
the moment is the greatest gainer by the 
cheapness of money, and the overburdened 
taxpayer gets very little immediate ad- 
vantage from it. 


PASSPORTS FROM IRELAND.

suggestion. Then it was Lord’ Henry's 
turn to be angry, and he indignantly 
shouted that his question was intended to 
convey no such imputation, and that it 
had been put down at the request of Sir 
Samuel * a himself. He indignantly 
repudiated Mr. Churchill's suggestion.

TUNNELLING TO MOUNTJOY. 

The following was issued by G.H.Q., Irish 
Army, at 12.45 a.m. to-day :'— 

“The Army authorities, having been ap: 
prised of the fast that tunnelling operations 
were being carried out by irregulars in a house 
im Glengarrif parade, Dublin, a party of troops 
were sent to the place yesterday evening. On 
entering the house a parity of men came to- 
wards the troops with their hands up. 

“The place was searched, and it was found 
that a tunnel of some yurds in length had been 
excavated in the direction of Mountjoy Prison, 
which is close by. 

“ On a closer search of the place being made 
ihe troops discovered a man concealed in a 
top coat covered with earth. This individual 
turned out to be Mr. Scan MacEntec, who, 
with other members of the party, was placod 
under arrest. 

“ Some of the irregulars, who were scarche], 
stated that they had instructions to surrender 
if the house was raided: A quantity of picks, 
shovels,. and engineering requisites was taken 
away by the troops.” 


GENERAL SITUATION. 
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TRAIL OF DESTRUCTION. 


The following official report on the general 
situation was issued from Army Headquarters 
this morning :— 

“Since the operations by the National Army 
in the South and West began, the Irregulars 
have carried on an extensive campaign of 
estruction and scigure oí private property. 
The effect of this campaign has not been to 
hamper materially the operations of the Army, 
but to inflict serious losses, and, in many 
instances, to occasion great hardship and priva- 
tion to the civilian population. This is par- 
ticularly so in areas in which the Ir rs are 
found in force. Railways have been de- 
stroyed, roads rendered impassable, people 
driven from their homes, and vehicles and food- 
stufis seized. nevally, the result of this 

ohcy im certain districts has been to wreak 
iavoc on the economic life of the people, and 
to bring the social and commercial activity of 
the community to a state of disorder and 
stagnation. 

“When the troops entered Wexford they 
found many evidences of the Irregulars’ trail of 
destruction. Foodstuffs were seized all over 
without any regard for the needs of the people. 
In Wexford town there was actual want. 


STARVATION IN LIMERICK. 


“The latest reports from Limerick City are 
to the effect thet shops and ships in the har- 
bour were looted wholesale, and there is serious 
starvation there. 

“The destruction of bridges and railroads 
and the blockade of highways has éeriously 
hampered the transport of foodstuffs in some 
areas in the South and West, and is inflicting 
keener suffering and privation upon the people 
—a large majority of whom are non-combatants 
—than that exverienced during the Black and 
Tan régime. The total damace to the transport 
system of those parts now totals many 
thousands of pounds, and has brought 
no gain» to ‘those responsible beyond 
satisfying the insensate desire to 
create a staid of lawlessness and disorder in 
the country. During the past week this policy 


of destruction and demolition has been pursued |. 


vigorously wherever the irregulars are con- 
centrated in strength. 

“The Great Southern and Western Com- 
any & lines were broken at twenty-three points. 
Three bridges, carrying a railway over water. 
have been destroyed or partly damaged. Nine 
road bridges over the lines have been blown up. 
and three buildings belonging to the company 
have been burned down 

“In Birr district the irregulars have blown 
up a railway bridge; and blocked roads, mak- 
ing ordjvary transport impossible. 

“ At Ballybrophy and Portarlington railway 
signal cabins were wantonly destroyed by fire. 
Bridges were blown up at Monasterevan, Dun- 
leer, Tinahely, and many other places. 


EVICTIONS. 


“In Newtorwbarry some people were evicted 
from their ‘homes and their ds scized. At 
New Ros: the people were forcibly compelled 
to dig trenches. Rails were torn up at, among 
other places, Ballinasloe, Woodlawn, and Ennis- 
corthy. 

The roads about Cork City and County have 
been mined and rendered dangerous to vehicle 
traffic. In Waterford City quantities of goods 
and foodstuffs are seized daily without payment. 
In Tullow, not only was the town isolated 
but quantities of foodstuffs were seized from 
the people. At Skeogh, Tir Chonaill, houses 
were looted. In parts of the Ballinasloe area 
bands of Irregulars are going about the coun- 
try billeting themselves on farmers. An engine 
and a carriage were derailed in this place. 

“These are but a few imustances of the 
numerous cases of the kind being reported 
daily from those parts of the South and West 
in which the Irregulars are in force. In the 
warfare af the Irregulars those who suffer most 
are the unarmed and unprotected pcople.

COMPLETE COURTS. | 


“It must be remembered that the Courts 
which have been taken over by the Irish 
Government are complete in their machinery, 
more especially in relation to estates, com- 
panies, contracts, partnerships, Junacy proceed- 
ings, and the taking of ‘accounts generally. 
The absence of such machinery has been a 
glaring and fundamental defect in the old Dail 
Courts. The decree of Dai] Eireann under 
which these Courts were constituted endowed 
them with jurisdiction in limited classes of cases 
only. They were given no express criminal 
jurisdietion; no licensing jurisdiction, and no 
powers with regard to many other important 
matters. 

“During the war with England they 
assumed .jurisdiction in matters which were 
purposely omitted from their express authority. 
This was unlawful according to the decree of 
Dail Eireann, but was an expedient which 
enabled a certain amount of legal business to 
be transacted until the Irish people regained 
contro] of their own affairs. 

“The justification for continuing a system, 
in so large a measuré irregular and unlawful, 


bas now disappeared. The Government elected 


by the Irish people has a complete judicial 
system in its hand for which it is paying. 
There is no reason, therefore, why the Govern- 
ment should not get the value of the public 
money which is being expended on the staffs 
and personnel of these Courts. 

“When the Constitution has been finally 
settled by the Irish Parliament. there must 
necessarily be @ reorganisation of the judicial 
system according to the requirements of the 
Írish people. In the meantime the Government 
proposes to do away with unnecessary duplica- 
tion and to let the people have the full advan- 
tage of the Judiciary and staffs for which the 
pecple are paying, and which have complete 
machinery for deahng with all kinds of caees.”'

ROAD OBSTRUCTIONS. 
DIFFICULTIES OF TRADE IN 
GALWAY. 


The outbreak in County Galway has not so 
far resulted in any serious loss of life, but the 
economic situation is seriously hampered. Owing 
to the obstruction of roads hy felled trees and 
trenches traffic over them is much impeded. 
Food is carted from Galway to Tuam, but the 
supplies are running short in’ several districts 
where a “blockade” has been declared by the 
Irregulars. Foodstuffs and other necessari+s 
have been seized in Tuam for the use of the 
Irregulars. 

The Tuam Barracks are occupied by a small 
body of Irregulars, and it is believed that pre- 
parations have been made to burn it if at- 
tacked. 

Ballygar Barracks, which had been held for 
some time by Irregulars, was attacked by 
National troops last Saturday night, and cap- 
tured with arms and ammunition. 

No mails have been received in Tuam for 
almost two weeks.

flying column makes its rapid descents, seizes a 
position for an hour or two, and vanishes again 
into the obscurity whence it leapt, leaving be- 
hind a trail of raided houses, logted provisions, 
and * commandeered " motor cars; where roads 
which to-day are free may to-morrow be blocked 
with- a line of fallen trees and blown up 
bridges; where the hills hold menace and the 
figure on thé sky-line is a symbol of surveillance 
and fear. But through this area of military 
quicksands the National troops are steadily: and 
imperturbably advancing, refusing to be diverted 
from their main objects, occupying the strategic 
positions, clearing the lines of supply and com- 
munication, and by sheer concentration on the 
important positions rendering useless.the paper, 
dart attacks of their adversaries, who find 
themselves out-manceuvred and forced to retreat 
without having done anything which can have 
a serious effect, and, what is worse, without 
having share in the lime-light of a spectacular 
achievement. 

If you have ever watched a sparring match 
between a light-weight and a heavy-weight you 
can realise the position. To such a contest, if 
pushed to a finish, there can be but one end. 
These slight left leads, that dodging and feint- 


| ing, that light tap on the jaw which is not, and 


cannot, be followed up—these are the methods 
of the Irregulars at present. But the National 
forces are doggedly conserving their strength 
and wearing down the adversary. 


A FAVOURABLE OPENING. 


The real trial of strength is not yet. To use 
a metaphor from chess, the opening has ‘not yet 
become merged in the middie game. 
But from what I have seen. there 
can be little doubt that the opening 
has gone in favour of the National forces. 
There may still be serious attempts by the 
Irregulars to attack the lines of communication. 
In a mountainous district such as that which 
extends to the south of Dublin, it is almost 
impossible to prevent a concentration of mal- 
who might create an awkward 
diversion. The further a force is advanced 
from its base, the more vulnerable are ‘ts 
supplies; but, at the same time, the more pry- 
carious is the position of troops operaling in 
its rear. Even with the initial advantage of 
fighting without uniforms, and so being able, 
chameleon-like, to turn their. appearance from 
that of a soldier to a harmless and necessary 
civilian, such a force could only. prove a 
nuisance, and not a danger. | 

Travelling about Ireland in a motor car is at 
present a very enjoyable and sometimes exciting 
occupation. Watching the shadows chequering 
the Dublin hills, diving down a slope into a 
green tunnel of trees which edge and overhang 
the road, watching the village children playing 
the great new game of war, you forget that 
the miles which are rolling under your wheels 
are bringing you further and further into 
districts which have rot yet been completely 
tidied up. 

How softly green is the tunnel which stretches 
before you, as if the wood had grown into the 
road itself, Hullo! brakes quickly! there is a 
tree down! The foot brake checks our ewift 
rush, the hand brake grinds.into action, and 
the heavy. car—over twenty-eight hundredweight 
—comes finally to a stop three or four yards 
from the huge beech which has been felled art- 
fully at a corner of the road, so that from a 
slight distance its leaves blend indistinguishably 
with the curving line of trees behind it. Then 
starts the hunt for an alternative route. Some- 
times by going back a mile or two you can find 
a by-road which leads round by a detour to the 
main route on the other side of the obstacle. 
Sometimes you have to dig your way through 
a hedge and ditch and bump along through 
woodlands and over fields. 


THE MISSING BRIDGE, 


I am not going to forget two such journeys, 
which, faute de micux, we were forced to make 
to-day. Coming to a bridge over a canal on an 
important main road, we found that it had been 
completely blown away. It looked as if someone 
with a gigantic shears had made two clean cuts 
at either bank, and had taken away with. him 
i.e whole of the arch of the bridge. A friendly 
road-mender bade us turn to the left down by 
the bank till we came to a bridge, and we in 
our innocence obeyed. 

Have you ever tried to take a heavy landau- 
‘lette along a canal bank on the side where 
the tow path is not ? No one except the best 
chauffeur in Ireland who has been racing ever 
since the-Gordon-Bennett prize could have done 
it. At a pate of three miles an hour we crept 
and humped and slid. and swayed and generally 
scuttied our way along. . On our Gicht the 
canel, on our left a steep descent, our route 
lay along a rotten and tl shdle shrdoulsrdly! 
cavernous hogs back of slippery turf and 
iniquitous boulders. Once we thought we saw 
a lane leading to the left, and after following 
it over tive fields, through a river and over a 
bank, came to its end in a plantation of elder 
trees in full bloom. Sadly we retraced our 
wheel-marks to that villainous hog's back and 
felt our way along. To balance the car on the 
side slopes Í had to stand now on one running 
board, now on the other. At last the bridge 
came in sight, and, horror of horrors, it was 
cnly made of weod. Could it. bear our twenty- 
eight hundredweight ? Luckily, as we oame up 
we aw another car of the same size and, 
curiously, of the same make as our own trying 
to negotiate it. ‘Frat experimentum.” The 
“ corpus vile’’ succeeded im getting across and 
we also fcllowed safely. 

Journeys ended im iovers’ meetings, for the 
two drivers knew cach other, and after due 
tine for comparing notes we faced on together. 
After our roundabout journey we hit the main 
road about a quarter ot a. mile beyond. the 
blown-up bridge, and before we got .another 
hundrea yards were pulled up by two trees 
telied across the road. ‘his time we entered 
u gate at the side cf the road, “dnd found 
ourselves m an almost trackless jungle, where 
the inquisitive undergrowth pushed its fingers 
into our eyee and the big trees drooped their 
boughs to entangle us.

LABOUR MEMBERS’ VAIN 
APPEAL. 


The House of Commons went into Committee 
on the Unemployment Insurance (No. 2). Bill 
yesterday. 

Mr. Hayday moved an amendment providing 
that the two weeks’ gap in the payment of 
unemployment benefit in the period July 20 to 
the énd of October should be closed, and that 
benefit should be paid continuously for that 
period. The system of gaps, he said, was: « 

rutal one. Unemployment was continuous. 
Many men had been out of’ work since April 
last year. All their savings were gone, ani 
hundreds of heirlooms hed vanished. The 
system of*poor law relief had broken down. A 
gap of one week in the payment of benefit 
would mean a rush to the Guardians for relief, 
which could not’ be’ given.

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THE PASSPORT PROBLEM. 


Replying to Brigadier-General Colvin, who 
asked whether, in order to prevent undesirable 
persons from travelline ‘between Great Britain 
and Ireland, he would recommend as a tem- 
porary measure the institution of a rigid pass- 
port system between the two countries, 

Mr. Churchill, said that as the result of a 
conference it was considered that measures could 
be taken at the ports of entry which would 
provide effective safeguards at far less cost and 
inconvenience than under a passport ststem.

REMARKABLE ALLEGATIONS. 


The case of the Hon. John Hugo Russell, 
who is petitioning for a. dissolution of his

Mr. Healy said that, although the case was 
devoid of romance, there. were certain sensa- 
tional and unusual features in it. The in- 
tiff was a farmer’s daughter, who went into 
domestic service in the ty Meath, and the 
defendant, at the time of the alleged promise, 
was a land steward to Colonel Tandy. Since 
then the defendant had acquired a farmr which 
cost £850. Both parties were respectable, and 
were well known to each other, and kept com- 
pany for a considerable time. On the Ist of 

anuary, 1920, the defendant called at the 
house of the plaintiff’s parents. She was not 
there at the time, but they met later ua on the 
road. He did not then pr to her in 
words, but he gave her a ring, which she 
accepted. She had heard that he had “ two 
strings to his bow,” and that he was keeping 
company with another girl a couple of miles 
away. That was her reason for not clinching 
the matter. Her brother, like the defendant, 
was in the employment of Colonel Tandy, and 
he told her brother to tell her not to write to 
him at his *s home, as they were “ the 
devils for opening letters in that house.” 
Therefore the plaintiff's brother was used as 
the post which carried his (defenda~t’s) letters 
to the girl. He wrote her a number of letters 
which he now said were forgeries. The plaintiff. 
had not kept the letters, because he was? 
always asking her to destroy them. But she 
had kept two, and an envelope of the third, 
which also said were forgeries. On the 
17th of March, 1920; there was a little party at 
the house of the plaintiff's parents. he de- 
fendant was there, and he spoke to the girl’s 
father and mother, and said that he 
wanted their daughter Maggie. The parents 
fee their consent, and the plaintiff and de- 
endant were from that time regarded as an 
e couple. 

r the defendant married another lady— 
Miss O'Higgins, a schoolmistress—who appa- 
rently had been in entire igonrance that he had 
been keeping company with the plaintiff. 
Before the marriage Mrs. O'Higgins met the 
plaintiff's. mother and complained to her that 
the plaintit! was keeping company with Kelly, 
who, she said, was “signed to her bn pea 
At the first available moment the plainti Be gg = 
to the defendant on the subject, a he 
assured her that there was no truth im the 
story. Coming up to Christmas the plaintiff 
noticed that Kelly's attentions were falling off, 
and in June, 1921, his marriage to Miss 
O'Higgins was announced, without any intime- 
tion whatever. to the plaintiff that he had 
done with her. The plaintiff began her action, 
and the defendant moved in the King’s Bench 
Court to have the case remitted to the County 
Court. On that occasion he made an affidavit 
in which he swore that there wa* no intimacy 
whatever between them, that he had not pro- 
mised her marriage, and that the letters which 
were alleged to have been written by him to her 
were forgeries. The defendant went to the Sinn 
Fein Court at Navan, and got the registrar to 
write to the plaintiff's solicitor that steps were 
being taken to stop proceedings in the English 
High Court, and adding that if they were not 
sto , necessary, and perhaps drastic, action 
would be taken. The defence in this case, con- 
cluded Mr. Healy, was a charge of forgery, per- 
jury, and fraud against the plaintiff. In his 
experience of nearly forty years at the Bar he 
had never known such a defence to a breach of 
promise action. The plaintiff, owing to her en- 
gagement to the defendant, had refused two 
good offers of marriage in the interval. 
PLAINTIFF'S EVIDENCE. 


The plaintiff in her evidence bore out the 
statement of her counsel and identified the 
letters which the defendant had written to her. 
In inviing her to meet him, as they fre- 
quently did, he wrote—“Don’t think I! 
want to fool you, Maggie.” She lent him 
£30 to buy a pony and trap, and that money 
he paid back im the following November. fhe 
had gone to some expense in buying furniture 

nd ua for her prospective home. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Serjeant Hanna, the 

laintiff said that the defendant used to meet 

er three times a week, and that they went 
for bicycle rides together. He often kissed her 
before the 17th of March. 

Is a man bound to marry every. girl he 
kisses? No. 

And you are not bound to marry every man 
who kisses you? No. (Laugbter.) 

In further questions counsel endeavoured to 
get from the plaintiff an admission that the 
letters which were put in evidence were ad-/| 
dressed to her by another “ boy,” and not by 
the defendant. Although she had received 
letters from other young men before Kelly cor- 
res with her, ghe was emphatic in assert- 
ing that the letters in the case were written 
by the defendant, and that they afforded 
corroboration of his promise. The defendant's 

lace (Colonel Tandy’s) was four miles away 
rom where she was employed, and he met her 
three times a week on the road. She was 
never at a ceilidh or a dance with the de- 
fendant. She did not know until quite late 
that the defendant had been keeping company 
with Miss O'Higgins, who is a sister of a mem- 
ter. of the Dail. 

John MeGufhness, brother of the plainiff, in 
his evidence stated that he had delivered letters 
from his sister to the defendant. The de- 
fendant never ‘denied that he was engaged to 
the plaintiff, but he said on one occasion that 
he had married the girl who had paid for his 
farm. He knew that the defendant was en- 
aged to his sister, and when one day the de- 
Tendanh told him that he wanted his sister in 
marriage witness laughed and passed it off as a 
joke. 

John McGuinness, father of the plaintiff, 
eaid thet he bad known the defendant all his 
life. His son came into the house one even- 
ing and told him that Mike Kelly wanted to 
marry his daughter, and wanted his consent. 
He gave that consent. He heard that Kelly 
was going to be married three days before his 
marriage, and he (witness) thought it was to be 
with his daughter.

A SETTLEMENT.

CONGESTED DISTRICT BOARD'S 


COMPLAINT. 


In the King's Bench Division, on the applica- 
tion of counsel for the plaintiffs in the cases of 
Congested Districts Board for Ireland against 
Stephen Moore and others, and the same plain- 
tiffs against Edward Fox and others, Mr. Justice 
Dodd fixed the trials for the 24th inst. Both 
cases wore of a similar nature. 

In the first case the Board sought £180 
damages from Stephen Moore and eight other 
defendants in respect of trespass upon their 
lands at Inishdea, Co. Clare, containing about 
60 acres, and an injunction restraining the de- 
fendants from trespassing upon the lands, and 
from conspiring to trespass or to deprive the 
plaintiffs of the rents and profits of the lands. 

In the second case the Board claimed £250 
damages from Edward Fox and 19 other de- 
fendants for trespass on their lands in the 
townland of Cloongee, barony of Gallen, Co. 
Mayo, conteiving about 660 acres and 35 perches 
Statute measure, and an injunction restraining 
the defendants from trespassing upon the lands, 
and from cutting and removing hay therefrom, 
and from interfering in any way with the plain- 
tiffs free use and enjoyment of the lands.

Magui gy one Ww en Cuerles Fi trick, 
ad John O'Byrne, waited on Mr, Darrell 
Figgis yeeterday regarding the salmon fisheries 
at Ringsend. 

Mr. O'Byrne explained that for the past few 

years the sa fishing at Ringsend was an, 
destroyed by a discharge pipe at the Grea 
Southern and Western Railway Company® 
works at Inchicore, through which an amount 
of creosote, used for steeping tho sleepers in, 
passed into the Liffey, with the result thet the 
salmon were killed when they came up towards 
the spawning grounds. 1t was not an uncommon 
sight during the spawning season to see 
twenty or thirty dead salmon compe 
down the river at Ringsend. These were 
fully-grown salmon ready for Le ig magy - so that 
the Temsage not enly included the immediate 
losses for that year, but also for subsequent 
years, owing to the fact that the salmon did 
not spawn. Even at Ringsend the effect of the 
creosote could be noticed on the nets, which 
often became rotten a that cause. 
” Mr. Whelan said that he remembered when 
the industry at Ringsend was flourishing. As a 
result of the creosote nuisance this year he had 
failed to clear the money that he had expended 
on hets and licence. 2 

In answer to questions from Mr. Figgie, the 
deputation explained that a law ‘suit bad been 
taken against the railway suan aged in 1917, and 
it had been definitely proved, as a result of 
scientific examination, that the death of the fish 
was due to the creosote discharg~. e com- 
pany was fined £80, and gave an assurance that 
the pipe would be removed. The deputation 
alleged that the pipe had not been removed. 

Asked by Mr. Figgis ag to what proof they 
bad for this, Mr. Whelan said that the state- 
ment alréady made as to twenty salmon coming 
down the river dead had been proved this year, 
and they had the same trouble with the creosote 
on their nets. i 

Mr. Figgis asked whether he was right in 
supposing that they were contérned with re- 
covering the damage done during the present 
season, and also with seeing that steps were 
taken that this nuisance was stopped for the 
future. The members of the deputation replied 
that these were the points that they desired to 
have settled. They also mentioned that 75 men 
had been employed in the industry during the 
present season. That number represented a 
population of about 300 persons. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick urged that there was enough 
unemployment in Ireland at present without 
another 300 being added to the ranks. There 
was also further unemployment created by the 
effect on the net-making industry. Drift nets 
to the value of £288 and seine nets to the value 
of £300 had been purchased this season. 

Mr. Figgis, in his reply, stated that he had 
already during the past few years had occa- 
sion to make inquiry into the fishing industry 
at Ringsend, and the facts that the delegation 
had brought to his notice were not unfamiliar 
to him. It would have to be his duty to check 
these particulars before he took any further 
action. This they would easily understand ; but 
when he had checked them he would make it 


‘his duty to take such action as might be neces- 


sary to bring the nuisance to an end. The 
deputation was quite right in saying that there 
was too much unemployment at present in the 
country to permit further people being thrown 
into the ranks of the unemployed through 
what appeared to be a breach of the law. 
They could rest assured that, as their repre- 
sentative, he would. leave nothing undone to 
help them in advancing the salmon fishing 
industry at Ringsend.

MINISTER AND QUESTIONS. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Lord A. Cavendish-Bentinck asked the Secre- 
tary for the Colonies whether the Committce 
over’ which Sir 8. Hoare presided was com- 
petent to award relief to Catholics as well. as 
to Protestants, and how many of the apph- 
cants were Catholics. 

Mr. Churchill—I regret that the noble lord 
should have thought it proper to repeat this 
question, which he addressed to me the day 
before yesterday as a supplementary, and to 
which I hoped I had suitably replied. 1 re- 
gret also that he should think Sir 8. Hoare 
would consent to preside over a Committee de- 
barred by sectarian considerations from giving 
relief to the victims of persecution and outrage. 
The reply to the first part of the question is in 
the affirmative, and Sir 8S. Hoare informs me 
that relief is awarded to properly qualitied 
Catholics in exactly thé same manner as to Pro- 
testants. The number of cases relieved is— 
Protestants, 1,525; Catholies, 1,435; and 88 
whose religion was not stated. I hope, there- 
fore, the-noble lord will sce fit to oxpress re- 
gret for the imputation into which he has 
been led. ; 

Lord Henry Cavendish-Bentinck said that his 
question contained no imputation. In fact, it 
was put down at the request of the Chairman 
of the Committee—Sir 8. Hoare. (Laughter.) 
Was he not entitled to put. down a question 
without geiting a reply containing-rudeness and 
levity? (Hear, hear, and cries of “ Withdraw.) 

The Speaker ‘thought that the noble lord was 
unnecessary touchy. The question could quite 
easily have two meanings, and he thought that 
the Colonial Secretary was perfectly justified, 
the question having been raised, to give the 
emphatic disclaimer, which was what the noble 
lord was really asking for. 

Lord Henry Cavendish-Bentinck—I thought the 
answer was very offensive. (Cries of “ With- 
draw.”) 

There is not a word I withdraw, exclaimed 
Mr. Churchill, amidst further cries of “With- 
draw.” He was ignorant, he went on to say, 
‘of any private arrangement between Lord 
Henry Cavendish- Bentmck and Sr 8. Hoare. 
1 took great exception, he adde o the sug- 
gestion that I, as the Minister responsible for 
the Government in general, would endeavour to 
draw a distinction between men of different 
religious behefs who were entitled to assistance 
in distress. Indeed, I regard it as an offensive 
suggestion, and also an absurd suggestion, and 
I am very much surprised, the main basis of the 
suggestion having been cut away, not to have 
received a more courteous response from the 
noble lord.
